ThaGfcviHo Memoirs. 



[ Continued.) 

On tho 21th of June wo hoar more of 
the King. -'Went to Stoke for tho 
Ascot races. There was such a croAul 
to 80Q the Cup run for as never was 
seen before. The King was vory anx- 
ious and disappointed;" as well ho 
might ho, seeing that ho had 
bought no fewer than seven horses 
one after the other for an aggregate of 
11,300 guineas, "principally to win 
the Cup at Ascot, which ho has never 
accomplished." "I," says Mr. Gre- 
villo, "bought the winner, Zingaueo, 
for Chesterfield two hours before tho 
race, he having previously asked King's 
leave, which bo gave with many gra- 
cious expressions." "He," tho King, 
"might have bad Zingaueo, hut would 
not, because ho fancied Tho Colonol 
could boat him; but when lhat appear- 
ed doubtful ho was very sorry not to 
hava bought him, and complained that 
the horae was not offered to him. 
Though tho Duke was anxious about 
his Government, he found time to toll 
Mr. Greville ,his opinion of the King. 
At a dinnor given in honour of tho 
Duchesse d'Escars and Madame du 
Cayla — the first a widow of an official 
at the French Court, who wa3 said to 
have died of one of Louis XVIII. 's 
good dinners; while the second stood 
in the samo relation to that Monarch 
in which Lady Conyngbam stood to 
George IV. — the Duke told him that 
the King was claver and amusing, but 
vsrj inaccurate, in stories which his 
surprising memory, constantly tolling 
"One day ho was talking of tho late 
King and asserted tha 1 ; George III. had 
said to hitn, 'Of all tho men I have 
eter known you are the one on whom 
I have the greatest dependence, and 
jou are the most perfect gentleman.' " 
This story is tho more interesting as 
we now see that the assertion that 
George IV. was the tinoat gontlemau 
in England wan invented by himself. 
"Another day," the Duke went on to 
say, "he said ha recollected old Lord 
Chesterfield,! who said to him, 'Sir, 
you are the fourth Prince of Wales I 
have known, and I niust give your Royal 
Highness one piece of advice — Stick 
to your father; as long as you adhere 
to your father, you will bo a great and 
a happy man, but if you separate 
yourself from him you will be nothing 
and an unhappy one,' and, 'by God,' 
added the King, 'I never forgot that 
advico, anil acted on it all my life.' ' We all,' 
said the Duke, "looked at one another 
with astonishment.". . . . "Ono 
extraordinary peculiarity about him," 
the Duko added, "is that tho only 
thing ho fours is ridicule. . . .And 
this is tho reason why the Duke of 
Cumberland, whose sarcasms he 
dreads, has suchpowor ovor him, and 
Lord Anglesey likewise; both of them 
he hates in proportion as ho fears 
them. ... No man, however, 
knows tho Duke of Cumberland but- 
ter than he does; indeed, all I know 
of tho Duke of Cumberland I know 
from him, and so I told him ono day. 
I remember asking him why the Duke 
of Cumberland was bo unpopular, and 
he said, 'Because thoro never was a 
father well with his son, or husband 
with hia wifo, or lover with his mis 
tress, or a friend with his friend, that 
ho did not try to make mischief be- 
tween them. 

About this timp we find Mr. Gro- 
villo much in tho company of literary 
men; Washington Irving, Moore, 
Sir Thomas Lawrence, Sir James 
Mackintosh are now often mentioned 
in the Journal. His poculiar ftionds 
seem to have been Lord Alvanley, 
Lord Georgo Bentinck.J Luttroll, the 
myateriou* and witty. Of tho jokes of 
that wife some are embalmed in these 
memoirs. As when Lutrell and 
Greville and Poodle Byng met "Con- 
versation" Sharpe at Roehampton, 
Sharpa had boon a wholesale hatter, 
ar d hiB complexion was dingy. Some- 
body' remarked that he had transferred 
the color of his hats to his face, when 
Lutrell said, "Then it is a "darkness 
that might bo folt;" and again, wlion 
on the occasion of tho funeral of Sir 
Thomas Lawroneo the pull was borne 
by LordClanwilliani, Lord Aberdeen, 
and others, Mr. Greville outers. " Wo 
wore talking of Cianwiljiam, why, 
Agar said, was the quickest man' he 
had ever known. Lu troll said ho and 
Rogers were the "quick and. the dead."

pay; Lutrell said the public was the 
pensive and tho King the oxpoiisive." 
Passing on from these puns, which do 
not take our breath away in wonder 
at the wit of our forefathers, ^Y0 turn 
to politics. On tho '2d of January, 
1830, we find this entry:— At Koe- 
hampton. William Howard, Baring 
Wall, 3 and Lady Pembroke's son— 
the best sort of youth I have soon 
for a long while, and ho will have .£12,- 
000 a year, besides what his mother 
may leave him. This was Sidney 
Herbert, afterwards Lord Herbert of 
Lea, of whom Mr. Reeve well says in 
a note that "hia life and character did 
not belie the promise of his youth." 

On tho 25th of February, 1830, we 
read: — "Dined with Lord Bathurst 
and a dull party; but after dinner 
Lady Bathurst began talking about 
tho King, and told mo one or two 
anecdotes. When the account of 
Lord Liverpool's seizure reached the 
King at Brighton, Peel waa at the Pa- 
vilion. Tho King got into ono of his 
nervous ways, and scut for him in the 
middle of the night, desiring that ho 
would not dress. So he went down 
in his bed-gown aud sat by tho sido of 
the King's bed. Poel has got au awk- 
ward way of thrusting out his hands 
while he talks, which at length pro- 
voked tho King so much that he said, 
Mr. Poel, it is no uso going on so'— 
taking him off— 'and thrusting out 
your hands, which is no answer to my 
question.' On tho 25th of February 
wo road: — "Yesterday at Windsor for 
a Council, the first timo I have seen 
ono held in the now rooms of the Cas- 
tle. They are magnificent and com- 
fortable — tho corridor really delight- 
ful. . . . There were the Chan- 
cellor, tho Duke, three Secretaries of 
State, Bathurst, and Melville. The 
King, very blind, did not know the 
Lord Chancellor who was standing 
close to him, and took him for Peel. 
Ho would not give up the point though, 
for when ho found his mistake ho at- 
tributed it to tho light, and appealed 
to Lord Bathurst, who is stone-blind, 
and who directly agreed. This is the 
last uotico of Georgo IV. when alivo. 
On the 3d of March, Mr. Greville set 
out for Italy. On the 2d of that month 
ho writes:— "To-morrow I set out to 
Italy, after many years of anxiety to 
go there, without violent expectations 
of pleasure, but not thinking of dis- 
appointment. I care not for leaving 
London or anything in it. There are 
a few people whoso society I regret; 
as to friends, or those who care for 
me, or for whom I caro, I leave few 
behind." Ho wont and, so far as wo 
can see, enjoyed himself thoroughly. 
On his return, at Geneva, early in 
July, he heard of Georgo IV.'s death, 
which occurred at Windsor, on the 
•20th of June, 1830. With tho reign 
of William IV. a now era began in 
English history,. in which Mr. Gre- 
ville played no inconspicuous part.

Dominion Mail Summary. 

Ottawa, Nov. 18 — An engineer, who 
went to Manitoba on tho Canada Paci- 
fic Survey, writes to a friend: "Cold 
weather has just begun in earnest 
hero. The thermometer last night 
waa 20 deg. below freezing point. Wo 
are at present in lat. 52 deg. 02 min, 
north, and long. 101 deg. 05 min. 
west. We are hardly one-quarter 
through our work yet. The country 
that was supposed to be nearly all 
prairie land turns out to be bush. 

The progress being made by tho 
contractors in prosecution of tho 
' Northern Colonization Railway is of 
tho most satisfactory character. Tho 
opinion is freely expressed that tho 
first through train between tho politi- 
- cal and commercial metropolis can bo 
run by tho first day of October next. 

Mr. Futvoye, Deputy Minister of 
Militia, has been definitely superan- 
nuated, tho order to that effect having 
been signed by Lord Dufferin last 
Monday. 

Mr.Sandford Fleming returned from 
the Maritime Provinces on Saturday, 
where he has been for some time on 
business connected with tho Inter col- 
onial Railway. 

Mr. Mortimer, C. E., has returned 
from his exploratory survey of that 
portion of the Pacific Railway scheme 
known as the Pembina Branch. He re- 
ports the work as progressing rapidly. 
The improvements on Parliament 
Square progress rapidly, a largo num- 
ber of men being employed on them. 
The carriage way running parallel to 
the street is nearly all macadeiuized, 
and in a day or two will bo put in a 
permanent condition for travel. The 
sewer is also just about completed, 
and a splendid gutter has been con- 
structed along tho inside of the. wall 
to carry away surface water. New stone 
steps have been erected leading into 
the main entrance to the western 
block, which add considerably to the 
appearance of the structure. The wall 
at the west end has been extended so 
as to reach the new and handsome 
workshops recently erected. Other 
useful changes have been effected. 

Two now daily papers are to bt 
started hero. Mr. I. B. Taylor, the 
late contractor for the Government 
printing, and his manager, Mr. Wil- 
liam Green, havo issued a prospectus 
for a morning Conservative paper in 
opposition to the "Times." 

A letter was received by the Depart- 
ment of Marine and Fisheries yester- 
day from George Thomas Haigh, Ca- 
nadian Government Emigration Agent, 
at Liverpool, applying for a number of 
copies of the Act recently passed by 
the Dominion Legislature, relative to 
the registration of ships in tho Domin- 
ion, as he had been applied to by some of 
the shipping associations at Liverpool 
for copies of this Act. Tho agent 
states that there is at present a very 
strong feeling in the United Kingdom 
in favor of the purchase of British 
North American built ship. 

"On dit" that the Hon. Letellier de 
St. Just will retire from tho Govern- 
ment to be appointed Collector of 
Customs at Quebec, and to bo replaced 
in the Cabinet by M. Cauchon. 

Montreal, Nov. 14. — The latest 
political rumor is that Hon. L.S. Hun- 
tington will contest Montreal West 
against Tom White, — -Mackenzie and 
• Stevens retiring. 

The letter delivery system, inaugur- 
ated in connection with the post office, 
has continued to work very satisfac- 
torily. Several carriers havo been 
guilty of misconduct, but they have 
been immediately discharged on so of- 
fending. 

Fort Garry, Nov. 13- A well author- 
ized rumor having been circulated 
that rescue of Lepino would bo at- 
tempted, on requisition from civil au- 
thorities a strong guard from the gar- 
ri«on was placed over the jail to-night 

Ground was broken hero to-dity for 
the Canada Pacific Telegraph line in 
the presence of city and Government 
officials, and the contractor expects to 
complete tho lino to tho Lower Fort 
this season and open an office there.

Tho Captain, Burgeon, tnroo other offi- 
cers, engineer; seven stewards and cooks, 
eleven stokers, 4 seamen, and tho whole 
cablo staff, numbering 10, including Mr. 
Rickott, ohiof electrician, were lost. The 
ohief steward was snTod, Reports say 
tho fires were all out by 10 o'clock on tlio 
morning of tho 29th. A hosvy sea carried 
away 2 boats and tho ship gradually set- 
tled by tho stern, and at 12:30 she foun- 
dored stern first. The oaptain and tho 
dootor were on the bridge, having failed 
to take to the patent life rafts, and wont 
down with her. The deoks bnrst as she 
sunk.

Little Book, Nov. ,'iO. — Wednesday 
ght last five masked men went to a 
country store on Petit Jean river, 
Tell county, and killed tho proprietor 
and robbed tho store. They then 
robbed a trading boat lying at tho 
bank of tho river, and tied, pursued 
by tho Sheriff and posse. They so- 
parated, two coming toward Little 
Book. The Sheriff followed tho lat- 
ter, and yesterday, sixteen miles 
above hero, met them, when a light 
ensued. The'Sheriff was shot and se- 
verely wounded. The robbers, after 
receiving wounds, wero captured. 

Cleveland, Nov. 30. — The scow 
Pearl, of Fairport, with lumber, came 
ashore at Geneva, Ohio, this morning. 
On board was found the body of a 
man, supposed to be J. Graham, of 
Fairport, and tho body of a boy, aged 
about fourteen, both frozen to death. 
Tho bodies wero completely covered 
with ice. The scow is a total wreck, 
and has the appearance of having 
boen run into by somo other vessol. 

Baltimore, Nov. 30.— An oyster 
punaey was run down in the Chesa- 
peake Bay yesterday, and sis men 
drowned. 

A schooner which was being towed 
ashore by the steamer Wilmington, 
from New Orleans, sank, carrying 
down tho second ollicer and a seaman 
of the Wilmington, who were a part 
of the prize crew. 

A collision of accommodation trains 
on tho Northern Central Railroad, on 
tho iron bridge on Lake Roland, pre- 
cipitated tho tender and baggage cars 
into the water. One passenger was 
killed and four employes injured. 

Troy, N. Y. , Nov. 29.— Recently a 
carpenter named Elisha Williams be- 
gan the erection of a frame houso in 
an unfrequented district, sixteen miles 
north of Weljstowu, Hamilton county.

Chicago, Dec. 1. — A "Tribune" 
special says; No doubt both tho Presi- 
dent and Secretary Bristow, in their 
communications to Congress, will 
tnko a very decided position in refer- 
ence to spocio payment. While no 
one is permitted to speak wiih au- 
thority, it soems certain they will re- 
commend Congress to fix by legislation 
an early day for coin resumption. 
That day will bo January 1, 1870. 

New York, Dec. I. — A call for mass 
meeting of Longshoremen last night 
fillod tho great hall of Cooper Insti- 
tute to ovorllowhig, Among tho audi- 
ence wero George Francis Train and 
a number of Internationalists, Commu- 
nists and other recognized agitators, a 
couplo of whom sought to air their ex- 
treme viows, but were reeeivod with 
but little favour. One was husUed out 
of tlio hall. Of the. speakers previous- 
ly announced to appear only.

South America. 

Bio Janeiro, Nov. 29.— The religious 
excitement growing out of the conflict 
between the Catholic clergy and the 
civil authorities has calumniated in 
serious disturbances in the provinces 
of Pernambuco and Parahiba. Sym- 
pathizers with tho Bishops of Para and 
Pernambuco, who wero recently sen- 
tenced for violation of tho laws of the 
Empire, havo made riotous demon- 
strations. Their cry is, "Down with 
the Masona!" They havo attacked 
several Masonic lodges and bid deli- 
uuce to the local authorities. Troops 
and ships havo beon dispatched to the 
disturbed districts. 

Paba, Nov. 30.— The "Tribune" 
newspaper continues to publish violent 
articles against foreigners generally 
and particularly against officers of the 
Portuguese corvette "Say." The peo- 
ple of the city of Para have risen 
against foreigners. The Government 
sent 20,000 troops to suppress the de- 
monstration. 

Montevideo, Nov, 27. -A report that 
tho Argentine insurgent chief Arre- 
donda had defeated the Government 
General Roeea is confirmed. Arre- 
denda captured Bocca's artillery and 
many men. The insurgent lender 
Talanda, with 5,000 men, has entered 
the province of Cordova. A procla- 
mation has been issued prolonging 
the state of siego ninety days. 

Central America. 

Panama, Nov. 30.— The steamer Tal- 
isman which caused so much alarm, at 
last advices was captured by the PeruJ 
vian war steamer Hussar in the Bay of 
Baso Chas. One thousand packages 
of arms and ammunition were found 
cm board. Tho revolutionary Peru- 
vians on board had captured Porto 
Ulo after sharp fighting with the gar- 
rison. Half a dozen wero killed on 
each side. A portion of tho Talisman's 
crew wore on shore when tho vessel 
wag seized. They ilod to the interior 
town of Moquoqua, where thoir leader 
Senor Piorolla, proclaimed himself 
Dictator and actively enlisted men. 
Tho Government atonco dispatched a 
large force by laud and soa ngaiust 
the insurgents, Tho Talisman is now 
otj Callao.und is sure to bo condemned 
as a prize. The crow will bo tried. 
Captain Sadder remains a close prison- 
er, 

A revolution is reported to be plott- 
ing in Bolivia in order to protest 
against tho treaty recently celebrated 
with Chile. 

It is reported that as Guzman Blon- 
co, in Vensuela, was having pulled 
down a church to make plaoo for a 
statuo of himself, $200,000 were found 
under the foundations.
